No Danger at Pocatello— 
» Troops Not Needed. 


Buffalo Bill Says the Ball Opens 
To-Morrow. 


Cenflicting and Alarming. 
By Associated Press.] 


Sr. Lous, Jan. 10.—The Post Dis- 
patch has the following dated to-day: 

‘“Rashville, Neb., The crisis has 
been reached and a general battle is 
looked for to-morrow. Circumstances 
are forcing the conclusion-to the hos- 
tiles and parleying will not be longer 
continued by either side. The Indians 
said yesterday that General Miles 
must prepare to fight or get off the res- 
ervation. General Miles, it is said, 
has given the Indians until to-night to 
surrender and if they do not come in 
‘by that time he will close in on them. 
This is made necessary by the condi- 
tion of his men. Those on the north 
side have been pretty well worn out 
with camp life in this bleak climate, 
and the long, cold marches from one 
position to another, and they cannot 
stand it much longer. Unless matters 
are soon brought to au end, the In- 
dians will haye no one to oppose them 
but worn out and frozen out soldiers, 
who are unfit forduty. The condition 
of the soldiers has been exceptional, 
and they have borne their hardships 
without a murmer. 

All last night signal lights were 
flashing below on Pine Ridge and 
Rosebud for the hostiles. Prepara- 
tions were being made for a fight, and 
every one here anticipates the blood- 
iest battle ever fought in this country. 
Wives and families of officers who are 


at the Pine Ridge agency were sent 
east last night.’’ 


WasnHineton, Jan. 10. — General 
Schofield received the following tele- 
gram from General Miles, dated Pine 
| Ridge, yesterday: “Quite a number 
of Indians came im to-day in small 
parties and gave the assurance that a 
large body would move in this direc- 
tion to-morrow for the purpose of sur- 
rendering, and the troops are directed 
to follow. The prospects at present 
look favorable as far as I can judge 
from indications.’’

Can America Make Her Own Sugar. 


Bradstreet’s in writing upon the 
sugar industry, says: “Farmers, as 
a rule, have not followed the 
directions furnished by the agri- 
cultural department and of experts 
who have studied foreign processes 
otthe production of sugar beets. 
The consequence has been that the 
yield of beets bas been small, and 
the farmer has gone back to the 
production of that he knew more 
about.” That has been the diffi- 
culty complained of in Nebraska. 
A beei of fine fiber, with firm meat 
and of a certain size, is the,sort 
which gives the greatest amount 
of saccharine, and farmers have too 
often lacked the patience necessary 
to secure this article. Used to 
raising vast acres of easily growing 
crops, they resent the need for 
scientific farming. and it is said 
that the supply of beets does not 
equal the demand. When more 
beets are needed fhan the Amer- 
ican farmer supplies the desired 
quantity is purchased in Germany. 

With better facilities for pro- 
ducing sugar than any country in 
the world; with a greater annual 
consumption of sugar than any 
country in the world; with the 
free admission into this coun- 
try of all refining machinery 
and even with the supposed stimu- 
lus of that questionable beunty, 
still America continues to import 
sugar and sugar beets.

It is the demands of the. after 
small things that cre most 
trouble. Almost all m , are 
willing to send samples of thé@ir small 
wares to any one who has any idea of 
purchasing, but it is estimated that at 
least one-half of the requests for samples 
come from persons who never buy, and 
who really have no use for and don’t 
want the samples that they ask for. 
They seem to write simply with the 
idea of getting something for nothing. 

The.sample habit is not of resent ori- 
gin. Thirty years ago, at an American 
Institute fair, a man who hada patent 
flour to sell made griddle cakes and muf- 
fins and gave them to visitors as sam- 
ples. That was the beginning of the 
thing. Some years laterthe proprietors 
of large retail stores advertised that 
they would gladly send samples of their 
wares to persons who lived out of town 
and who could not afford to come to Newe 
York. This enabled pufchasers to see 
what they were buying before they sent 
their money through the mails. It was 
these advertisements that fully devel- 
oped the habit, and where it used to 
take a few dollars, or at mosta few hun- 
dreds, a year to supply the. demand for 
samples, it nowtakesthousands. Large 
houses have special sample departments 
and employ extraclerks in them, keép- 
ing them busy at all seasons of the year, 
Hundreds of dollars are spent for post- 
age alone, and thousands more for the 
goods that are given’ away. ‘There are 
many houses in this-city that rec@ive 
from 15,000 to 20,000 requests for sam- 
ples a year, and there are several that 
receive four and five times that number. 
Fully 85 per cent. of the requests come 
from women, and of those 70 per cent. 
are from married women. 

The habit does not scem to have taken 
a very strong hold on men, but large 
clothing houses and tallorssay that they 
get a good many letters and spend a 
good deal of money forsamples. They 
save a good deal by cutting up the odd 
pieces of cloth that they can not use in 
4he manufacture of the clothing, and 
sending them as samples. 

“The sample habit,” said a merchant, 
with whom a reporter talked, ‘‘has 
about reached its greatest development, 
Ithink. The merchants built it up and 
they will have to kill it off. It has be- 
come too large adrain, and is eating 
into profits toan alarming extent. Of 
course, it will never be got ridof en- 
tirely, for it isn’t desirable to do so. 
Some method will have to be discovered 
by which the people who send for sam- 
ples of things they don’t want. may be 
found out. When they are choked off 
we won’t complain.” 


A Co-Operative Farm. 

A colony of about twenty-five families 
from the North, for the most part farm- 
ers, have recently secured about 3,000 
acres of choice farm land in Cullman 
County, Ala.. on which to locate a co- 
operative farm. It is to be organized as 
a joint stock company, with a capital 
stock of $200,000, limited to 200 shares 
of $1,000 each. No person can purchase, 
own or control more or less-than one 
share of the capital stock. The labor is 
to be performed by themselves andtheir 
families at stipulated wages, the profits 
to be distributed as dividends. They 
propose to introduce manufactures as 
soon as practicable, as they possess a 
tract of valuable timber as well as an in- 
exhaustible supply of coal. _

A moat friendly disposition and val- 

uable support have been felt from the 
railroad companies. The Virginia & 
Truckee Railroad. has. contributed 

$1,000, and Mr. Yerington has offered 
to pass over his roads the agents of 
any colony or company of settlers in 

search of homes. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany have made important concessions 

to Nevada, and have also instructed 
their advertising agents to include 
notices of Nevada in all of their publi- 
cations, and half-rates bave been 

granted to members attending meet- 

ings of the Board. They have also sent 
agents to canvass the State for any 

possible opportunities to encourage 
business in any line of industry which 

might be capabie of development by a 
reduction of rates or increased ship- 

ping facilities. This has led to the 

absorption of a large part of the sur- 

plus hay and wheat, to heavy ship- 

ments of mutton sheep, and of ore, 

gypsum,ete. The company have also 

made a contribution of $200 a month, 

begioning with January 1, 1891, which 

will enable the Board to print.and dis- 

tribute literature and maps of lands 

for sale that cannot fail to be bene- 

ficial.. They are also. aiding in sur- 

veya, and showing a disposition to aid 

in any way that will lead to good re- 

sults. 

It can be said that, while the year’s 

work has not been productive ot brill- 

iant results, no opportunity that pre- 

sented itself for being useful to the 

State or any part of it, or of adding to 

the prosperity of any county or any 

individual, has been neglected. 

In response to inquiries from par- 

ties in the Eastern States, over. 2,000 

answers have been forwarded, some of 

them written to cover special points, 

and allof them containing caretul and 

correct statements of the’ resources, 

markets and advantages the country 

offered to settlers. We have found 

that there is a large class of citizens 

in the Middie and Western States who 

are,comparatively speaking, foot-loose 

and ready to go where they can do the 

best. They -have sold farms which 

have not been proving profitable for 

from a few hundred to a few thousand 

dollars, and, instead of buying others, 

nave leased land, and do not intend to. 
remain ‘there long. The Board has 

not had the means to send agents to 

such places as would reach these peo- 

ple, and has had to rely upon the 

mails for communicating with them. 

No great immigration has been the 

result, but a number of people have 

come tothe State and have engaged, 

some in mining and others in agri- 

culture. Efforts have been made to 

co-operate with the Colonization 

Agency of the Southern Pacific Com- 

pany, which has been brought to a 

state of high efficiency by the manager, 

B. Marks, who has made several 

visits to Nevada, and who promises 

when the conditions of his engage- 

ments will permit to devote part of his 

energies to Nevada. There is land in 

the State which aroused his enthu- 

slasm, and which he and his associ- 

ates declare can be settled up without 
the least trouble if the ewners will 

put it at the disposition of the Board. 

Several have done so, and a number 
have offered to lease land by the year. 

Mr. Marker, at Lovelock, has already 
cut up three sections and rented them 

to wheat-growers in=-quarter-sections, 

and almost any part of the State 
would afford an opportunity for grain, 
vegetables or fruit ranches. Unlike 
other countries, such men would find 
land cheap“and produce high; else- 
where land is high and produce cheap. 
If the Board had the means to send 
its own agents to bring out settlers it 
would soon be self sustaining, for par- 
ties with land to séll would be glad to 
pay a commission that would cover all. 
expenses, arid men working worn-out 
lands in older countries need only be 
convinced of the opportunities here to 
induce them to come to stay. In this 
branch of its work the Board has been 
much indebted to our State officers, 
who placed all the surplus copies of 
their annual reports at the disposal of 
the Board, and many hundreds of the 
agnual weather reports of Mr. Friend, 
the ts of Surveyor-General Jones 
and ntroller Hallock have been 
ecattered over the Union. It would 
be worth while for the Legislature to 
provide for printing 500 extra copies 
of the reports of each of these officers 
for 1890 for the use of the Board of 
Trade. It might also assist the Board 
to the extent of authorizing the State 
Printing office to furnish it with 
pamphlets, stationery, etc., as it does 
the Agricultural Society, the Weather 
Bureau, etc. The distribution of such 
information as is designed should be a 
State work, as it is entirely for the 
good of the whole community. 


In view of the fact that Nevada lies 
in the heart of the Indian country with 
many thousands of aborigines, who 
are not to be dreaded simply because 
they do not know their power, it 
might be well ‘for this Board to take 
some action to place the facts before 
the proper authority, and endeavor to
